PARIS, July 29.—The international 
crisis thus far has had the effect of 
causing the majority of thousands of 
Americans, now in Paris, to abandon 
trips eastward. Only in a few in- 
stances have Americans become s0 
frightened as to book passage home 
immediately. 

At the tourist and steamship 
agencies, banks and express companies 
an entire absence of panic, so far as 
Americans are concerned, was found.

The following paragraphs are taken 


from a book on “The Near East” 
published in New York by Doubleday 
Page & Co., from the pen of an 
anonymous author, probably a Brit- 
ish diplomat or warrior: . 

He who attempts to study Servian 
politics will find himself engulfed in 
a perfect vortex of mystery and in- 
trigue. 

Politics occupy everyone’s thoughts 
in Belgrade. The Pachitch party is 
on everyone’s tongue. Be it at the 
luncheon table of the restaurant, over 
the card table at the Grand Cafe at 
6 o'clock, in the salons of the Min- 
ister’s wives, or at the smart diplo- 
matic receptions, the gossip is always 
of politics. Hence, it is that the secret 
agent is everywhere, and one hears 
complaints on every hand of tele- 
gtams being noted and letters tam- 
pered with. 

Having regard to recent events and 
the presence of a horde of Austrian 
spies, this is not, perhaps, surprising. 
Though Servia is undoubtedly prosper- 
ing and contented under King Peter 
and the present Ministry, yet there

THE TRUTH. 

Briefly, the truth is as follows: 

Austria—and, with her, Germany— 
is slowly but surely marching the 
east. One sees and hears evidence 
of it everywhere itn the Balkans. The 
extended talons of the Austrian eagle 
are as apparent—and perhaps more 
so in Servia than in Montenegro. 
Servia bars Austria's way southward 
to that much-coveted port, Salonica. 
It is therefore not to Austria's in- 
terest that Servia should be at peace, 
Unfortunately for Servia, the Occi- 
dental people view the eastern ques- 
tions through the spectacles of the 
Vienna press, which is—for the most 
part—inspired by the Austrian gov- 
ernment. 

Austria is at the bottom of i'« 
whole of the Servian difficulties. As 
long as things went badly in Servia— 
as under the regime of the late King 
Alexander—they allowed matters to 


-|}80 on without interference and 


watched eagerly for the downfall of 
the kingdom. Unfortunate events oc- 
curred, as is wel] known, but to the 
great dismay of Servia’s arch-enemy, 
the country has become contented 
and is greatly prospering under the 
rule of King Peter. For this rea- 
son, therefore, because a prosper- 
ous era has set in, Austria has once 
again sought to etir discord and to 
create troubles and difficulties. 

At the moment of writing the secret 
police have a long list of over one 
hundred Austrian political agents liv- 
ing in Belgrade alone. 

How Austria seeks to compromise 
Servia in the eyes of Europe, and the 
seandalous methods by which she is 
seeking to attain that end, is well {l- 
lustrated by a telegram, which was 
supposed to emanate from Odessa, 
but which I have indisputable evi- 
dence came from the same source as 
all the othérs—an unscrupulous cor- 
respondent in Vienna in the secret 
pay of the Austrian government. 

AUSTRIA’S AIM. 


Austria’s chief aim in Servia is to 
estrange the people from their King; 
to create as much discord and discon- 
tent as possible to crush the trade 
of the country, and to keep her poor. 
As long as she believed that Servia 
was in a bad position, economically 
and financially, things were allowed 
to go from bad to worse. But as soon 
as an improvement was observed in 
the national prosperity, a hostile 
policy was adopted, which has ren- 
dered trade between the two coun 
tries impossible. 

Careful inquiries of the Gervian 
Cabinet Ministers and many states- 
men of both political parties show 
that even in the present position, 
with Austria closed against her, Ser- 
via is nevertheless progressing and 
prospering more than the outside 
world ever dreams. 

The last commercial treaty be- 
tween Austria and Servia expired in 
1904. There was a desire on the part

TUNNEL ORDERED CLOSED. 


Break in Roof of Third-Street Bore 
Causes Beard of Public Works to 
Shut Out Pedestrians. 

The repaving of the Third-street 
tunnel was stopped yesterday and the 
tunnel closed to pedestrians, as it has 
been closed to vehicles for several 
weeks. The order entire:y closing the 
tunnel by the Board of Public Works 
was made following the fall of a 
large mass of bricks and debris from 
the roof, directly under Grand ave- 
nue, and the falling of several small- 
er portions of the roof later in the 
day. The first break was caused by 
the workmen of Bryant & Austin, 
who, while d in the tunnel, say 
they discovered evidences of the brick 
being loose, and struck them with a 
hammer, with the result that they 
released a section of the 
roo 

P. P. O’Brien of the Board of Pub- 
lie Works made an investigation and 
roundly condemns the original con- 
struction of the tunnel, and on his re- 
port the closing order was issued. It 
inflicts a great hardship upon resi- 
dents of the west side of the tunnel, 
but it was the only reasonable thing 
to do, for fear of injury and possible 
loss of life. 

This tunnel was the city’s first ex- 
perience with that system of over- 
coming the obstacle Bunker Hill pre- 
sents to traffic, and has been the 
source of much compjaint, though it 
has been in use for thirteen years 
without having caused an accident. 

Assistant City Engineer Hansen 
was placed in charge of the work, and 
after an inspection gave it as his 
opinion that the damage can be safe- 
ly repaired for about $5000, and sev- 
eral contractors were at once notified 
to inspect the damage and make bids 
for its repair.

Sattler Family Skeleton Is 
Baited in Court. 


Unwillingly Admits to Ugly 
Criminal Record, 


His Suit Against Board of 
Trade Thrown Out, 


Squirming in his seat, his face 
flushed and eyes downcast, George F. 
Sattler was forced to lay bare his past 
criminal record in Judge Wilbur's, 
court yesterday in his suit against the 
Wholesalers’ Board of Trade and oth- 
ers. A short time later Judge Wilbur 


threw his case out of court by grant- 
ing the non-suit asked by attorneys 
for the defendants. Judge Wilbur 
rendered his decision without hearing 
arguments from either side. The jury 
was discharged and the case dis- 


Sattler in his suit asked $16,646.23 
damages from the defendants for an 
alleged malicious attachment. Judge 
Wilbur held that Sattler failed to show 
want of probable cause for the at- 
tachment and likewise failed to show 
any malice on the part of the defend- 
ants. 

Sattler was subjected to a vigor- 
ous cross-examination by Attorneys 
B. A. Weyl and W. T. C He was 
tripped up on several damaging 
points. He admitted that he paid 
many of his son's grocery bills and 
that his son, who conducted a grocery 
store five blocks away, often stored 
large quantities of his foodstuffs and 
potatoes, grain, etc., in the rear of his 
father’s store. 

About two years ago 8. H. Peters, 
assistant secretary of the Los Angeles 
Wholesalers’ Board of Trade, filed suit 
against Saitler and his son, F. R. 
Sattler, to recover $2500 due the 
wholesalers. He alleged that the son 
bought the goods and put them in his 
store and that the father took them 
out and placed them in hig own store. 
Sattler testified yesterday that his son 
“rented the rear part of my store from 
me.” The wholesalers discovered that 
there was only $600 worth of goods 
in the son's place, and investigators 
found one-half of his stock in his fa- 
ther’s store. An attachment was lev- 
led by the wholesalers, and it is this 
attachment that Sattler in his suit al- 
leged was malicious. 

Sattler flatly denied that he ever 
hed told anyone that “my son's store 
belongs to me.” 

“Do you mean to say you never told 
F. H. Miller of the Stetson-Barrett 
Company that you owned the store 
run by your son?” asked Attorney 
Weyl. 

“I never did,” replied Sattler. 

“Please stand up, Mr. Miller,” 
asked Mr. Wey). 

“Now take a good look at that man. 
Mr. Sattler, and tell this court and 
jury that you did not tell him on 
November 20, 1913, that ‘my son’s 
store belongs to me and I will settle 
all accounts against him.’ 

Sattler twisted about in his chair, 
took a look at Mr. Miller, who was 
standing in the crowded courtroum, 
and denied that he had ever said 
such a thing to anyone. He finally 
admitted that he had seen Mr. Mil- 
ler at his store and “might have 
talked with him about my son's store,” 
but he felt certain that he never had 
told him he owned both stores. He 
testified that he told someone, he 
couldn’t remember just who it was, 
that he had intended to buy his son's 
store.

Woodrow Wilson's reign as auto- 
crat at the White House is coming an 
end. Competent political observers on bath 
sides of the Atlantic are agreed that the 
President has reached, and passed, the 
greatest height of his political power. He 
is now on the down grade. 

When Wilson became the pilot of the 
American nation in March, 1913, the crowd 
stood back to let him have a fair start. 


ILSON’S POWER WANING. 


started upon the race of his life under the 
best auspices. Friends threw him all sorts 
of encouraging advice and even those who 
could not feel confidence in him wished 
him success. But when he came to Tariff 
corner he drove the car of government 
against the fence.

There is a better 
world than this: a fairer one; lovelier skies 
and sweeter fields. This world isn’t a tread 
mill. It’s a country through which you are 
journeying. The way of your pilgrimage 
leads somewhere. Don't you want to get 
to where you’re going? Or are you like 
Booker Washington's old colored woman— 
“Where you going, auntie?” “Law biess 
you, honey, I’se done bin whah I'm gwine.” 

One very impressive feeling comes to 
you on the morning of your seventieth birth- 
day. If you believe as I do, this is your 
last birthday anniversary. No more birth- 
days. Why, ff you look at it through my 
spectacles, you're through with time. This 
is the beginning of eternity. 

Some men passing on from this point 
say, “Now I am living on borrowed time.” 
Not much you are not. There is no such 
thing as borrowed time. It’s the freest 
gift in the universe. I may live for five 
years yet; or ten. If I do it will be on the 
same kind of time as composed the seventy 
years I have lived already, not one of which 
was borrowed. If you borrow anything you 
expect to repay it. Well, you can’t pay 
back any time. If I went to the only One 
who can give me time, I’d as soon ask for 
a thousand years—it’s only a watch in the 
night to Him—as for a day. I could repay 
the one as easily as I can the other. “Lord, 
let me have a couple of thousand years?” 
“Surely, man; when will you give them 
back?” 


No, I don’t “feel just as young as I used 
to be.” Not so young, even, as I felt ten 
years ago; I have met men who felt at 70 
just as they did at 25. They have told me 
so themselves. But the Lord only Knows 
how they felt at 25. I don’t feel nearly so 
/ well as I did at 60. But I have an idea 
that maybe I'll pick up a little in the “vel- 
vet” time that may be coming to me. 

One thing 1 do know where I have the 
advantage over the youth of 25.

Goes East With a Cargo of 
California Products.

Los Angeles Ships Most Car

LOS ANGELES HARBOR, July 29. 
—The first steamer eastbound from 
this port to go through the Panama 
Canal will be the Pleiades of the 
Luckenbach line which arrived from 


to Balboa, after loading 400 tons of 
California products for New York. 
The Pleiades will arrive at Balboa 


about August 12, and after discharg- 
ing @ small part of her cargo there 
for South and Central American 
ports, will be ready to go. through 
the canal on the very day it is opened 
for commerce, on August 15. 

August will be a busy month here 
for off-shore freight. Both the Amer-/ 
ican-Hawalian and Luckenbach lines 
will have an unusually large number 
of sailings. It is expected that the 
American-Hawalian line will have ten 
boats in port during the month, while 
the Luckenbach line will have a 
steamer arriving every seven days. 

The Luckenbach line has stupped 
all shipments from New York routed 
by way of the Panama Rallroad, and: 
hereafter all freight will go through 
| the canal that is taken either on the 
Atlantic or Pacific. The steamer De- 
mara, now at Balboa, will clean up 
the last of the shipments by rail 
across the isthmus. 

The American-Hawalian line has

NEGLECT EXPORTS. 

Los Angeles has been growing~soe

Commission. 

“Los Angeles is the greatest com- 
mercial city on the Pacific Coast so 
far as rail shipments are concerned,” 
said Matson last night in an address 
before the San Pedro Chamber of 
Commerce, “but ‘erchants have not 
studied the possibilities of water com- 
merce like the merchants of San 


lots moving In and out of Los Ange- 
les amounted to 18,000 cars, while 
for the same period the shipments at 
San Francisco totaled but 13,000 cars. 

“The merchants of Los Angeles 
must learn the advantage of water 
commerce. As secretary of the Har- 
bor Commission I sent out 147 letters 
to American Consuls in foreign coun- 
tries, to find out what we could do to 
develop trade. I learned that Cali- 
fornia apples are shipped to New 
York by rail, loaded on a steamer 
and sent to London, then reshipped 
to South Africa. I also discovered 
that California dried fruits are 
shipped to Germany from New York 
and then sent back to the west coast 
of Mexico for consumption.”
